Claims Evasion of Law. 


Washington, Dec. IT.—Evasion of 
laws to promote the safety of pas-1 
sengers and employes was charged 
to tim railroads of 
the 
United 
Slates yesterday by W. P. Borland. 
chiel of the Bureau of Safety of tho 
Interstate Commerce Commission, i 
in his annual report. 


In lite case of the hours of ser­ 
vice law. which prohibits train op-; 
erativos from remaining on duty j 
more than sixteen hours, except in 1 
extraordinary circumstances. 
Bor-* 
land's report declared managing of­ 
ficers apparently had given th eir. 
sanction to evasions ‘’to such an ex­ 
tent as to defeat the purposes of 
the law.” 
He charged that safety 
had been sacrificed to expedience. 
Railroad companies were said to 
have paid “ comparatively little at­ 
tention” to the maximum require­ 
ment of the law. but to have con­ 
sented themselves w’ith meeting the 
j minimum w hich orders that 85 per 
(•cm of thp cars in any train shall 
| he equipped with power brakes, dis­ 
regarding the maximum 
require­ 
ment that all cars so equipped must 
* be connected and the brakes in op- 
joration. 
Hand brakes were alleged 
I to be st'll in use on some railroads 
I for controlling trains on mountain 


J grades, although the law specifies 
| that such trains must have powder 
I brakes.

On some roads employing 
the 
I manual block signal system, it was 
said, dangerous practices are fol- 
i lowed and rules violated to such 
jan extent as to render Hie block 
system entirely useless. 
Log trains which are exempted 
from safety appliances and regula­ 
tion-’ are being operated over main 
lines in Georgia and Florida, with­ 
out any brakes except on engines 
and cabooses, Borland said. 
“ When it is seen that some or­ 
dinary incident may delay a train 
crew*, it has become common prac­ 
tice.” the report says, “ to release 
that crew for one or more hours 
and then to continue the crew in 
service so as to obtain the maxi­ 
mum of sixteen hours of active 
duty.”

Jacksonville, Fla.: Savannah, Ga., 
and Wilmington, N. C., to Cuba, 
South America and Europe It con­ 
templates immediate shipment of 
liquor stocks in Kentucky, esti­ 
mated at 39.000,000 
gallons, 
in 
bonded warehouses, and valued at 
$400,000,000. largely to Cuban ports 
for storage and suzbsequent resale 
in Cuba or shipment to other for­ 
eign countries. 
T he freedom of southern ports 
from ice. their adequate storage 
facilities pending loading on board 
ship, their nearness to Cuba an i 
the 
large number 
of steamship 
lines operating to the island were 
pointed to as evidence that, rail­ 
roads and the United States Ship­ 
ping board co-operating, the whis­ 
ky stocks could be moved before 
January 16, the time limit the in­ 
ternal 
revenue 
department has 
placed on export shipments. 
Southern ports, it was declared, 
are I rom 600 to 80f miles nearer 
Cuba than any North Atlantic port., 
thus effecting a considerable sav­ 
ing in time, which is regarded as a 
vital element. 
The railroads are depended uiv 
on. 
according 
to the plan 
pre­ 
sented today, to furnish the cars 
necessary to move the whisky to 
the seaboard, 
and the 
shipping 
board is expected to allocate to 
southern ports sufficient ships, in 
addition to those already in ser­ 
vice to Cuba, to load the shipments 
before the time limit expires. 
Watching one of their last re­ 
maining hopes for a brief “wet’* 
spell go fluttering away with the 
decision yesterday of the Supreme 
court upholding the wartime pro­ 
hibition 
act, Kentucky 
distillers 
and former saloon proprietors to­ 
day were deeply troubled. 
How lawfully to dispose of 
the 
liquor was a 
big question 
with 
them. 
While exportation is allow­ 
ed until national prohibition be­ 
comes effective. January 16. 1920, 
a scarcity of ocean tonnage pre 
vents exportation of all Kentucky 
whisky by that time. 
Distillers 
here professed to see no chance 
of President Wilson lifting the war 
time ban soon. 
Owners of more than 300 Louis­ 
ville saloons had prepared to re­ 
commence sale of liquor, and dis­ 
tillers planned to ship thousands 
of gallons outside the state for sale, 
if the court held the wartime act 
illegal. 
Elwood Hamilton, collector o.’ in­ 
ternal revenue for Kentucky, aud 
District Attorney W. V. Gregory 
announced that prosecution of vi­ 
olators of the war-time act may be 
undertaken shortly. Those persons 
selling liquor under protection of 
injunctions stopped their sale yes­ 
terday immediately after the Su­ 
preme court dissolved their injunc­ 
tion.
